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Apart from politics, what rcally matters in a bând is ir s mcmbcrs and thc rclationship thcy have with 
thc pcoplc thcy cncountcr. Basically, if thcy arc assholcs or not. You can sing all you want about 
rcvolution if in your real life, thc spirit of anarchy is nowhere to bc found. I’d never start a new world 
with you...If wc can’t bond, this isn’t my rcvolution... 1 would dcftnitcly start a community with 
Despite Evcrything. 

You can rcad Proudhon and poinr fingers, but when ir all comcs down, you just have ro bc an 
awesome person and care about the one sitting next to you, either a stranger or an olct friend — this 
my friend, is the founding stone for a free world. You can sing all you want about diy, politics and 
revolution, but if you are just another slogan-slave, its all in vain. 

From drinking beer until 7am 5 years ago, to catching up, to getting tattooed, to doing groceries 
and coolting together for the show...i lived the dream of freedom and appreciation, when 
“band-promoter” are just terms. This show was set up together by a group of friends for friends. — the 
Despite F.verything experience. 


1. You wondeifiil guys had the chance to tour 
a lot. Western,Eastern, Central, South 
Europe, Balhans & even crossed the ocean. 
Teii us about the differences you have noticed 
between the scenesyou have met. 

“Different but the same" is the first thing 
coming to our heads. Europe is full of squats, 
autonomous places, youth centers and punk 
clubs. On the other hand, our buddies in the 
other side of the ocean do the same thing in 
house shows, basements, art spaces and venues. 
What it all comes down to is that people are still 
doing a hell of ajob all over the world putting 
up shows for people like us, making touring a 
wonderful thing despite all. 


2. Some reject bands that dont sing only 
about politics or dont have an 
aggressi ve-generic-notsom elodic-so u nd. Your 
bând does not fit this pattern. Did you ever 
have any bad experiences within the scene 
because of this ? 

Being rejected is perfectly fine. You cannot fit 
everyone’s standards. We sing about stuff that 
we feel that they need to be said one way or 
another. Someone relates to them and 
somebody doesn’t. You give it a listen, ifyou dig 
it...jump aboard, if not, its not the end of the 
world. Its punk rock. 








3. In the post years, Greece bas been dealing 
with the rise of right-wing movements. Front 
thern being into theparliament to murders in 
the Street. Teii tis a little abnt this issue. 

The extreme right wing has been lurking in the 
shadows since the end of the military junta in 
1974.. Rejected by the uprising left movement 
in the remains of a military coup, they became 
long forgotten nightmare. Fast-forward a couple 
decades and the resentment is reaching its peak. 
When people face such big social and economic 
problems they tend to forget what history 
taught us. Somehow decades later fascism is still 
relevant. Together with the States and polices 
corruption it all went downhill from that point. 
When people lose faith in all its easy to start 
pointing fingers and forget the origin of their 


4. What is the response 
antifascist/anarcbist collectives regardiug the 
extreme right-ivingers? 

In timcs whcre squats and autonomous centcrs 
arc being cvicted one aftcr the other it is not the 
casicst thing to tackle a former Nazi 
organization that transccnded into a legit 
politicul party, openly supportcd by a big 
pcrccntage of the Grcek policc and armed 
forccs. ’lhc wholc thing now is out on the strccts 
and its turning ugly. 

5. Greece has been buming in the List years 
due to economica/disaster (anotherproof that 
capitalism is doomed) - teii us about the 


situation and if it’s been affecting the DIY 
puttk scene in any way. 


Whilc Greece has been burning a new 
generation of bands has spawncd. People have 
something to sing about and a rcason to jump 
on the next train/planc/boat and get the hcll out 
of hore. 

7. Some of you are vegan. Teii us ivhat 
detemiined you to go vegan and what keeps 
you going. 

Yeap, some of us arc vegan. Aftcr niany years of 
being vegetarian it kind of tilted that way. In 
simple words, wc disagrcc with the way the food 
industry works and chosc not to support it. 

8. Veganism basgainedquite somepopularity 
in the last years, mostly for health reasons... 
thus vegan-consumerism is at it’s peak. 
Business is still business and overpriced 
goodies are sold in special Stores. Imported 
sttcff front all over the world. How do you feel 
about this kind of stuff 

But still a couple blocks down the “special store” 
there is some kind of local corner store or free 
market. So it all coma down to choices. 
Whether it is for the ethics, health reasons or 
just as a lifestyle there is no prize to win here. 
The corporate businesses are doing the same 
thing they've been doing for years. F.xpanding 
into new markets. We chose what to put on otir 
plate. Its as simple as that. 







9. You are living in one of the few countries 
where animal circuses have been ojficially dr 
legally bannerl. A far away dream for 
some.... What is your position regarding the 
use of animals in circuses? (Wl>at argument 
would you give to one who bas never thougbt 
of tbis before) 

Tnstead oftrying to make an argument here, it is 
much casier to educate people on what is 
happening behind the stage lights and bright 
colors. There is nothing glamorous in such an 
act. Removing wild animals from their natural 
environment and using thern, as a form of 
entertainment is unethical and vvrong anyway 
you see it. 

11. You still book your own shows, wbile 
otbers bave tbis in the bands of 
“professionals”. How bard is it for you to find 
shows around: 

With the hclp of many awesome pcoplc aii over 
the world it no longer is hard to book a tour if 
you caii play a bunch of songs. Organizing 
rhough such big tours is another thing. it’s 
stressing and takcs shitloads of cmailing back 
and forth to create a well-planned routc. Jack is 
our man when it comes to this burden sincc day 
one. Truth is that wc always likcd the idea of 
booking our own shows if possiblc and so far it 
is. 

12. You just came back from touring the 
Balkan area. What countries did you visit 
and what is your overaU impression of the 
tour? 

‘ihis tour was awesome. Wc rcally Iove this part 
of Europe and fccl that the Balkans deserves 
much morc attcntion from bands. Wc playcd in 
bYROM, Bosnia, Croaţia, Serbia, Romania, 
Bulgaria and Turkcy and can’twait to come back 
again!

It’s true that, at least in 
Romania, we definitely can’t ojfer what a 
german booking agency could ojfer 
moneywise. What determinedyou to tour this 
place again and how do you deal with the 
economicul inconveniente? 

Causc a room full of pcoplc smiling, singing and 
dancing is much morc important ro us than a 
couplc of cxrra bucks in rhc merch-wallet. 
Makes grear storics roo..

Attrito is a hardcore punk bând from Trento, Italy. They play a mix of oldschool hardcore with a 
melodic touch and their lyrics (all in italian) speak about fascism, naţionalism, sexism, war, arm ies, law 
enforcement and all those things that make so many of us sick. 

This interview was done by the (semi defunct) Sick of Being Sick zine but it never got published, 
so we have the honor to share it with world. Here it goes... 


1. Ilello and tbanks far giving this 
intervieiv.Now let’sjump right into it with the 
classical question How did you get started 
and.., did u played in other bands before 
Attrito? 

Andrea: 5 ycars ago I rcplicd to an ad writed by 
the guys from Grandinc, an historical local 
bând, whom wcrc looking for a drummer for 
their coming back. 

'lhcrc 1 met Bilo (that was their bass playcr), the 
reunion at the end didn’t happcn so wc dccidcd 
to start a new bând! 

Before Attrito i played in a punk rock bând 
callcd Koroba Milk, with Rupcrt wc wcrc in 
Încline, Rupcrt now bas a “side project” callcd 
Oltrclinca, Vittorio played in B.B A. and now is 
also drummer for Stlvcn Slgal. Bilo played in 
Grandinc and llcsist (the italian onc!). 

2. Teii us something about your local scene 
(bands, social centers, collectives) also Trento 
is described as "la Silicon Valley delle Alpi" 
what is your response to that and how would 


you describe your city? 

Andrea: i think “Silicon Valley delle Alpi" is a 
strânge definition, it's a journalist way to make 
our town look cooler than it is, because of the 
technical research. 

Trento is a small, odd, catholic-based and close 
minded town, but there are a lot of good people 
in there both from the underground musical 
scene and from anarchist/antifascist 
movements. I like that! 

3. How did u get into hardcore punk and how 
do you feel the hc scene in italy evolved over 
the years. Why aren’t italian groups old and 
new more known outside of Italy - before 
moving here the only hc bands i really hnew 
about were Straigfjt opposition, Indigesti and 
Negazione. 

Rupert: maybe one of the reasons could be the 
language that a lot of italian bands decide to use 
for their music. Italian language is not so easy 
like english and in punk-hc the words are as 
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words arc as important as the sounds. Another 
rcason could bc that the italian hardcore scene is 
really near politica! situation and prisoners, and 
many bands prefer to stay eloser to italian legal 
issucs, 1 tliink it’s important too. 

Andrea: there are many italian bands that often 
play outsidc italy, like Left In Ruins, Holy, Crop 
Circlcs, La Prospcttiva, Antares, ccc... wc play 
there too! 

4. A lot of the lyrics and attitudes of the hc 
bands!scene especially in Italy is very political 
charged and many of the grottps members are 
seriously ittvolved in political actions; people 
got tired of just singingfreedom sotigs or this is 
a characteristic of the scene herei 

Rupert: As i said bcforc, i think its very 
important. Wc sing about liberation from a 
world wherc wc don't want to live, wc am caii it 
political vicw, i prefer to tliink that its my 
evervdav life, which fortunatelv or not it also 
means fighting. 

5. What italian groups wouldyou recommend 
to check out. What are the bands that you 
think influencedlcontributed to yottr mttsical 
stylei Do you have any side projects? 

Rupert: I have a side project, the name is 
Oltrelinea. 

Andrea: so many italian bands to mention, 
listen to Congegno (our brothers from Trento) 
and then go to punl<4free.org, there you can 
find almost all the italian hardcore 
bands/re cords! 

Too many influencing bands! Personally T listen 
to a lot of different music, and everything finish 
to influence my musical style! Tn these days I’m 
in with some bând as Teatherface, Forgetters, 
Dinosaur Jr., Bomb the Music Industry!, 
Despite Everything, Squirrel Bait, etc... 









6. Wby the tiame "attrito " and how would 
you describe hardcore today - not only from a 
musical side but as a whole!scene. 

Andrea: Attrito means “friction” in english 
language, that's the force resisting the relative 
motion between every kind ofphysical object. Tt 
fits perlectly, doesn't it? 

Rupert: I think hardcore is the particular music 
tliat is when it is not only music. But we Iove 
music and vve try to play our life's soundtrack. 
Tt’s vvhat we feel every day. 

7. I've seen you 're working on releasing a new 
LP. Where do you get the energy and 
inspiration to release so much good stuffl? 

Andrea: Bilo is a tireless songwriter, almost 
everytime vve rehearsal he bring some new riff or 
complete song! Then Rupert always has 
something good to say, and that’s it, the song is 
(almost!) readv. 

We rccordcd thcsc 11 songs that soon will bc 
out on LP/CD (and frec download too, 
obviously), im prctty sure that’s the best thing 
we have ever produccd.

8. Do you plan on touring Europe any titne 
soon and if so when can people expect to see 
you aroundî 

Andrea: we toured a lot in the past, for the 
futiire, wc’ll get in the van under xmas to tour 
the south of italy! ’lhcn we got a pair of show 
already bookcd for the next year in Croaţia and 
Gcrmany, maybe we’ll do another full european 
tour, but we don’t know yct where and when! 

9. What are you doing in your everyday life 
When you 're not playing in Attrito and how 
do you deal with the everyday compromises. 

Rupert: 1 think it’s a rcally large question. 1’m 
closc to anarchist ideas, but life is full of 
compromises, likc groccry shopping or usc 


moncy to live. We must try to bc what we 
decide also in everyday actions, cspccially with 
people who are around us and people we trust. 1 
bclicve in a changc, but we must bc rcady to bc 
our rcvolution, first in oursclvcs, than with all 
the weapons our possibilitics provide to us. 

Andrea: im a software dcvclopcr and my life is 
full of compromises. 1 know that and 1 deal with 
them for years, I try to kccp some basic values 
on which I confront with mysclf every day of 
my life, just to hold a line.

Its not so oftcn that a bând comcs into your 
lifc and rocks your wholc world. During all 
thcsc ycars, wc’vc bccn lucky cnough to mcct 
amazing pcoplc. Life has also taught mc not to 
get my hopes too high when it comcs to some 
bands. 

So Ier mc teii you something. How a ptmk show 
can get your hopes and dreams back. How a 
small gesture will be thc reminder of all you 
truly Iove in this crazy world: punk &c anarchy 
and its large spcctrum. 

It was a warm day in thc end of Octobcr and 
1 was fccling sick of enthusiasm.

Our local 
hcrocs, Vera Renezi playcd first and thcrc was a 
shy pillow fight going on during thc first 
minutes, cnough to break thc ice. Next came 
Ianverraad and proved themselves to be even 
better than my iniţial hopes and dreams. 
Dressed as anarchy superheroes they had an epic 
show and wise words. I heard everything I 
wanted to hear between the songs: about elitism, 
veganism, anarchy, equality, feminism, 
depression, ... everything. I can’t remember 
all...sorry. During one of the nice speeches that 
I.andverraad are famous for, a 
nice group hug emerged

After the show, at one point, after being too hard to decide on what shirt I want... T reallv wanted 
an anarcho-feminist pin. But my eyes fell on some zines, then they fell on a bicycle repair kit. 
WHATr! A BTCYCI.F. REPAIR KIT?! Yes! A bicycle repair kit! 

Sometimes vvhen my thoughcs go far away I think of this hc punk scene of ours and imagine that 
vve could survive on our own, sharing skills, thoughts and goods. When I see that we are still trapped 
in capitalism, T'd rather spend my money supporting other amazing projects that happen in or 
around the people involved in our community. And here it is... a punk show that can offer mc an 
object I truly needed. The bicycle repair kit. It was the perfect reminder I needed to acknowledge 
that, indeed, this is working. And you know what? I didn’t even usc any moneyz, I got it as a gift! 
Gift with gift creates anarchy... we are big fans of the gift economy and we hope that one day, this 
whole economic system we live in will collapse, leaving room for more gifts and solidarity. So we will 
be dancing on the ruins of capitalism and T trust that I jndverraad will be there to play and dance 
with us. 

I remember how overwhelmed T was by the massive amount of positive feelings roaming trough 
my body and mind when I realized all of those described above. After spending so much time and 
energy into organizing and trying to make this anarchy dream become a reality for all of us, 
moments like this make me feel that it’s not all in vain and it's actually working. I am living my 
small scale so-called “utopia” and it makes me feel free. So for this I thank you friends, bands and 
other people who are making this work for all ofus. 
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’lhis morning I had a very inrcresring ^ 
and inspiracional talk with a vcry good friend 
of mine. Wc chatted via skypc, through a 
keyboard, rcading combincd lettcrs and words 
on a computer scrccn. Surcly this sucks, but it is 
thc only way to talk dircctly to cach other living 
so far away onc from thc other. Aftcr thc 
rcalization that fucking technology has a huge 
part in our cvcryday lives, and that thc machincs 
have come to build bridges bctwccn u$, 1 had 
some thoughts and ideas about communication 
with onc another and with our own sclvcs, 
about time slavcry and thc manufacturc of past 
and futurc. Instead of writing woodcn words 
full of politiatl meanings and Marxist conccpts 
for our socio-cconomical way of life, 1 shall 
write something spontancous about fcclings that 
wc might think bcforc wc fall aslccp under a 
starry summer sky away from an ugly citv. 



Time is a product of this rotten 
civilization, which in its turn created 
the sense of past and future. On a natural state 
of living, humans, like every other animal, has 
no sense of past and future. No sense of 
nostalgia about things or emotions that got lost, 
or big plâns about the bright future. Fverything 
is on the present — life, happiness, hunger, 
satisfaction, sadness, Iove, rage, peace, absolutely 
everything. Nothing is mediated by another 
being, or a machine, or a book, or someone else’s 
words. Anything that can be thought and 
converted into action belongs to every single 
being and its soul.

This very reali/ation — chat we are not naturally 
having the sense of past and future, but instead 
our superior masters have pervaded entire 
generations of humans with this sense — con^|| 
as a savior for our internai communication. 
have somehow lost the intimacy of our simj5n^ 
nature, and vve have entered a long era of 
making everything complicated in our lives, 
building walls and creating meanings for words 
and actions, that in the very end are not so 
much needed for our everyday happiness. We 
alvvays try to glorify the past and compare it 
with our present, or even look for it in our 
future plâns. For the communication with other 
people vve have to use the meanings and senses 
of this society, making the idea of past and 
future necessary. But when we want to 
cornmunicate with ourselves, our very deep 
being, we can manage it our own way, the way 
that every one of us has discovered in ies soul. 

Record of time is alvvays chasing our actions, 
thoughts and emotions. Dreams, hopes and 
desires pop out of the past and cnslavc our very 
present, raising our hunger for thcir satisfaction 
in the infinite future. ’ihcsc moments of 
eternity, thesc drops of this mixturc of time’s 
forms, tighten our stomachs and tic our hands, 
creating barricrs between us and the real life. 
Technology and mediated communication has 
also made thesc issucs morc difficult. Aftcr the 
industrial rcvolution, niachincs have come into 
our lives and have dominated our thoughts and 


actions. /

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The fact that vve use different kinds of 
machinery for every single thing in our every 
day routines is growing more and more, as we 
bow before this beloved technological god. We 
have prostituted our communication and 
fucked ourselves up in the process of living in 
this world. And with the words of Catharsis: 
“For only a fool vvould cling to this world as it 
is.” This horrific yet beautiful realization can set 
us free and empower us to fight the struggle for 
liberation for all its sake. Living in this society 
and this civilized world, vve have lost the lust for 
its life, as every being and every single thing has 
become a poor product of it.

Wcll maintaincd bv the authoritics and mass media, the fcar and panic of being ill, of bcing old or of 
dving arc terrorizing the population. Our food is irradiated, genetically modified, our water is 
contaminatcd and thc air is poisoned... AII this to keep us alwavs sick and addicted to medicinc. 

During thc last ycars, alternative medicinc has gaincd morc popularity, this with thc help of 
capitalism. Profitablc alternative products arc bcing claimcd by multinaţional corporations, thanks to 
thc icgislation of Codex Alimcntarius of thc World Health Organization and thc patents of World 
Trade Organization. 

But wc still have thc possibility to stay hcalthy and to treat oursclvcs outsidc thc medical media. 
Phytothcrapy is one of thc mcans of healing that can bc practiccd without intcracting with 
corporations. 4 

tf , Wc should alrcady know that any small svmptom 

can bc casily treated with a hcalthy dict and water. 
Kccping a body wcll hydratcd is a kcy factor in 
kccping onc's health. For worsc symptoms, wc can 
usc plants, climinating chcmical medicinc that is 
often harmful, cithcr bccausc of thc unwantcd and 
unprcdictablc sidc-cffccts causcd by toxicitv; cithcr 
bccausc of thc allcrgics it produccs. 
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Most of thc synthctic medicinc availablc is made of 
substanccs that don't exist in nature and its cffccts on 
a hvc organism arc unprcdictablc. Phytothcrapy also 
implies living in harmonv with thc wholc vegetation 
kingdom, as wcll emotionally and physicallv. 

Gcncrally, thcrc is a connection between thc active 
principlcs that plants have and their 
psycho'emotional cffcct. ’Ihey produce an emoţional 
^fect based on our senses - taste, smell and touch 
leit in the mouth, tongue and even pharvnx. 

The taste, aroma and tactile sensations triggered by 
plants serve as support for the assimilation of some 
attitudes and ways of dealing with psycho-affective 
.crisis, to cope with emoţional trauma, to find 
Solutions in stressing situations. They can help 
reaching diverse positive, constructive and efficient 
psycho-mental skills. 

Plants can help an individual be aware of their 
mental state, both through direct action (their 
biochemical composition), and also through an 
indirect eftect - trough a psvchical process based on 
our senses, targeting and eliminating the negative 
and destructive emotions.

acknowlcdgc that her environment is not constricth'c 
anymore, but in fact it's embradng and fricndly. 

Traumatizing cxpcricnces are naturally integrated in 
the process. It clears your mind and thoughus, dofr.es your 
feclings and sets your goals — choicc not bcing ^^B 

an imitation, but a rcsponsibility. 


It also scttlcs thc sensation and 
tcndcncics towards aggression 
(it's also diuretic, which is good for 
urinai illness). 
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Hclps for a natural communication (also, hclps with coughing: 
rccommcndcd for laryngitis, coughing, spastic coughing with 
a ncrvous substrata). Uscd for illncsscs causcd by viruscs or for 
fcvcr it hclps thc individual to get over the fcar of unccrtainty 
and grudge (also hclps for digestive issues - bloating, colitis). 

Emoţional discernment implics clariry and detachmcnt. 
Eithcr bccausc of commodity or thc fcar of thc unknown and 
changc, thc exterior influcnces bccoinc dcstructivc, cspccially 
when thcy arc acceptcd without any sclcction (commodity and 
routinc causc articulary problcms). lt givcs strength and 
confidcncc (stimukting and gcncrally tonic and cardio-tonic).

rhink about work today. Wc glorify ir ro thc 
poinr wherc what wc do for moncy bccomcs a 
large parc of our identity. Wc cakc for granted thc 
idea tliat in order to survive you must work, and 
if your activity is to bc considcrcd work, then it 
has to bc profitablc, it has to bring in money. Wc 
takc thc idea of money for granted. Wc takc for 
granted thc idea that thc market can somehow 
regulate thc value of somconc’s work, that it can 
calculate thc value of a human bcing based on thc 
way that person is integrated in thc market. Wc 
takc for granted thc idea of the Hconomy. Wc 
came up with laws and cquarions about how the 
Hconomy works, as if it wcrc an independent, 
living organism. Ihe Hconomy no longcr works for 
us, but wc work for thc Hconomy. And wc don’t 
only work for the Hconomy , but wc live for it. 
Evcrything wc do must perpetuate it, must create 
surplus value, othcrwisc it is just child’s play. Wc 
work to get money, so when wc get off work wc 
can go and perpetuate thc same system that 
requires us to work in the first place. 

It might sound strânge saying rhat working is 
bad, after all how could we live if someone wasn’t 
working the fields to raise our crops, ii someone 
wasn't working in the energy plant to create our 
electricity or if someone wasn't taking care of our 
waste. Tt would be a verv difficult life indeed if all 
those people weren’t doing their jobs each day 
and night. So how can work be a problem? How 
can it be fair towards the rest of society for you to 
not work if you need the product of someone 
else's work to survive? 

There is nothing inherently wrong with work. 
The problem arises front the way capitalism and 
productivist ideologies have shaped our 
understanding of work. The way they separated 
work front our lives and the way they have 
integrated work into the behemoth, cal led the 
Hconomy. We must work to earn money.This is 
the most important thing in our lives and is the 
thing that gives most value to our existence. We 
are all doctors, drivers, nurses, teachers and 
whatever we choose to caii our job. We are above 
everything, workers. 


Yct wc do not work for oursclvcs. Wc work for 
others that can afford to pay us. Ulrimatcly what 
represents us thc most is not even inherently ours. 
Wc arc all doctors, drivers, nurses, tcachcrs only if 
somconc pays us to bc those things. If not, then wc 
arc no onc, for socicty has no nccd for pcoplc that 
cannot work. 

’lhcrc is no way to achicvc truc frccdom if wc 
remain slavcs to our work. lts simple. As long as 
wc live to work and not work to live, then wc will 
bc forever slavcs. Its a problem that modern 
socicty simply cannot sccnt to grasp, wc arc 
blindcd by our own socially constructcd 
complcxity. Wc nccd to makc work real again, to 
work for us, for our familics, for our friends, for 
our community, not for some abstract notion of 
economic growth that ulrimatcly mcans nothing 
for thc workers. Wc nccd to work lcss and live 
morc. llicy say that “idlc hands arc thc Dcvil’s 
playground” but if God wants us chaincd and 
humblc then maybc idleness can bc thc liberatory 
forcc wc really nccd.

Not that I 
mind it too much, but thinking about it, the 
punk look used to be something outrageous, a 
stance against the “normality” decades of 
Christianity and state tyranny has created.

On one hand, looking good is a crucial aspect 
for most of us. Depends a Iot on each and 
everyones standards. I think I look 
smashingly with my black sweatpants (“give 
up on life pants”) and bând t-shirt riding my 
ruscy bike, while others might be disgusted by 
my fashion sense. The thing is that the 
majority of the people that roam che earth 
don't share my awesome fashion caste and 
they would rather judge a person by their 
looks and the brands they are wearing. 

Brands: Nike, Chanel, Zara, Puma, Louis 
Vuiccon, Coca cola, whatever. These are all che 
same: Corporate bastards that make huge 
proflts from exploit'tng3rd worldpoverty tind 
Ist world insecurity. 

Insecurity. As most humyn beings, many look for 

acccptancc within the groups of people they spend their 
miserable life with. Now, for most of the first-worlders, these 
groups are mainly made of difFerent persons, from differcnt 
social backgrounds. Some rich bastards, others living on 
inhiimum wage and the “inbetweeners”. You’ll see the rich folks 
wearing recognized brands, talking silit about shopping and 
why this brand is better than the other one, parading their 
consumerist and selfish way of life.
